Claim Objections 

Claims 89, 92 & 104 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper 
form because a multiple dependent claim can not depend on two claims if not in the 
alternative. See MPEP 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated 
on the merits. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 85-92, 104, 113-135, 137 & 144-205 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The cited claims are improper dependent claims in that the claims do not intend 
to incorporate all the limitations of the claim on which they depend instead are 
intending to only depend on a portion of the claim. 
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At least claims 92, 117, 124 & 144-150 are indefinite for failing to set forth the 
metes and bounds of the claimed products. The claims recite only that the product or 
apparatus contains the previously claimed material without setting forth any additional 
structural elements said elements being necessary for applicant to particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Please note that the language of a claim must make it clear what subject matter 
the claim encompasses to adequately delineate its "metes and bounds". See, e.g., the 
following decisions: In re Hammack, 427 F 2d. 1378, 1382, 166 USPQ 204, 208 (CCPA 
1970); In re Venezia 530 F 2d. 956, 958, 189 USPQ 149, 151 (CCPA 1976); In re Goffe, 526 
F 2d. 1393, 1397, 188 USPQ 131, 135 (CCPA 1975); In re Watson, 517 F 2d. 465, 477, 186 
USPQ 11, 20 (CCPA 1975); In re Knowlton 481 F 2d. 1357, 1366, 178 USPQ 486, 492 
(CCPA 1973). The courts have also indicated that before claimed subject matter can 
properly be compared to the prior art, it is essential to know what the claims do in fact 
cover. See, e.g., the following decisions: In re Steele, 305 F 2d. 859, 134 USPQ 292 
(CCPA 1962); In re Moore 439 F 2d. 1232, 169 USPQ 236 (CCPA 1969); In re Merat, 519 F 
2d. 1390, 186 USPQ 471 (CCPA 1975).
